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BAD FAITH 

Brooklyn Center pastor sexually assaulted 
a woman under the guise of exorcism

I n 2017, Meally Morris Freeman, the 
pastor of Grace Mountaineer Taber¬ 
nacle Church in Brooklyn Center, told 
a woman in his congregation that she 
had a demon in her body, and that 
she needed a one-on-one “deliverance” 
session so he could exorcise it. 

The woman in question told police about 
what happened later. Her name has been 


left out of the criminal complaint describ¬ 
ing what happened during that session, 
which took place before Bible study. A 
warning: It is explicit. 

The complaint says Freeman began the 
deliverance session by giving the allegedly 
possessed woman cups of oil to drink, and 
after she’d swallowed them down, they 
began to pray. She then “fell out,” as she 
put it—became listless and semi-conscious. 
She couldn’t remember exactly what had 
happened. But when she woke up, she 
noticed her stomach was slick with oil. 
So was the skin near her breasts. And her 
underwear was wet. 

She says Freeman told her he had indeed 
“anointed” those areas, but that he hadn’t 
looked at all of them. In any case, he told 
her she’d need a second session later that 
evening—after Bible study was over. He 
told her to send her daughter home with 
a babysitter. 


Once again. Freeman and the woman 
were alone, and once again, she “fell out.” 
But this time, when she woke up, she dis¬ 
covered her pants and underwear were 
hanging around her ankles, and her shirt 
and bra were pulled up over her chest. 
Her breasts and crotch were covered in 
oil. She caught sight of Freeman, who 
was dousing her with more oil from a 
water bottle. 

The complaint says he ordered her to 
get on her hands and knees, and then to sit 
back with her legs spread apart, slicking 
her with oil and probing her with his finger 
while she was in each position. Finally, it 
was over. Freeman told her not to pick up 
her daughter from the babysitter. He “did 
not want people to know how late she was 
at the church,” the complaint says. 

The woman eventually talked to a friend 
about her night at the church—the oil, 
the tears in her underwear. Freeman’s 
actions. Her friend told her she hadn’t 
experienced “deliverance” but something 
far less spiritual. 

The woman spoke with Freeman again 
and brought up what happened that night. 
Freeman didn’t deny feeling her up and 
“inserting] things” into her. It was part 
of the “deliverance process,” he said. His 


wife knew he sees women naked, that 
sometimes “things happen” during the 
process, that “deliverance can be very 
tempting.” What Freeman didn’t know 
was that the woman was secretly record¬ 
ing the conversation. 

The complaint says the woman then 
sat down with Freeman, his wife, and a 
church elder to confront him about what 
he’d done to her. Freeman and his wife, it 
says, asked her not to report it to the police. 

She did. 

Freeman was convicted of two counts 
of third-degree criminal sexual assault last 
Monday in Hennepin County District Court. 
He’s still in custody, and prosecutors are 
seeking a sentence of 58 months in prison. 
We’ll know his fate in November, when 
he’s expected to be sentenced. 

That, according to Hennepin County 
Attorney Mike Freeman (no relation), is 
pretty much a “top of the box” sentence 
for sexual assaults of this variety. 

‘We in the county attorney’s office are 
pretty incensed by this, too,” he says. And 
the factthatthe jury took only 20 minutes to 
get to a verdict, he says, tells you something. 

“I think the jury saw through whatever 
he said about ‘a deliverance process’ pretty

L ast Friday, Sam Cassidy was 
on his way to northeast Min¬ 
neapolis’ 331 Club when he 
saw the flicker of strobing 
lights. Police and ambulance, 
by the look of it. There was some kind 
of commotion. 

A couple of friends were headed that 
way already, so they brought him up to 
speed. It was Hix, they said. He’d been 
shot. 

Cassidy has played music with Aaron 
“Hix” Lee, best 
known for strum¬ 
ming, plunking 
keys, and singing 
for Red Daughters, 
for about a decade. 

As long as Cassidy’s 
known him, Lee has 
always been ready to 
record as long as he 
wasn’t already work¬ 
ing. The nickname 
“Hix” comes from 
when Lee was a little 
kid, and his brothers used to call him, 
adorably, “Hickory Walnut.” 

Lee’s musicianship aside, his true gift 
is making the world love him. There’s an 
exuberant affability to his personality—a 
certain indiscriminate openness—that 
endears Lee to strangers almost instantly. 


Cassidy says. 

“Once you meet Hix, you’re friends 
with him,” he says. “There’s not much 
area in between that.” 

It had been a mugging. Lee and his 
girlfriend, Katie Szczepaniak, had been 
walking home when a car reportedly 
pulled up beside them. A man with a 
gun jumped out and ordered them to 
hand over their wallets, which they did... 
but the mugger turned around and shot 
Lee in the gut an 5 rway. 

Szczepaniak had 
been able to conceal 
her phone during 
the stickup, so she 
called 9II and got 
him to the nearest 
hospital. As soon 
as Cassidy heard, 
he headed that way 
too, and proceeded 
to wait in the OR. 
Hours passed, and 
it became clear that 
Lee would be in no 
shape for visitors that night. Cassidy 
headed home. 

The bullet had hit Lee just below his 
navel. It shaved off a bit of his colon and 
cut a vein in his abdomen. It then found a 
home in his leg. His Gofimdme page says 
it will be there for the rest of his life. Lee

underwent three surgeries to reconnect 
the circuitry that allowed blood to return 
to his heart. By Saturday night, he had 
finally stabilized. By Sunday morning, 
he was awake. 

He seemed like himself, Cassidy says, if 
a little groggy. He was already “cracking 
jokes” and asking questions. An update 
to the Gofundme says that the first thing 
out of his mouth when he awoke was “I 
hate this room.” 

“Sunday was definitely a relief,” Cas¬ 
sidy says. 

It wasn’t the only unexpected ray of 
hope after a dark night. The Gofundme 
page set up to pay for Lee’s medical 
expenses—he’s uninsured—has already 
raised $38,000. The original goal had 


been $20,000, and it has been raised 
to $100,000. 

“It’s hard to say you can expect to get 
that much money for anything, really,” 
Cassidy says. But that’s the kind of per¬ 
son Lee is. He smiles, tells a joke, and 
instantly makes himself beloved to the 
room. The fundraising page is full of com¬ 
ments imploring “Hix” to heal quickly 
and come back swinging. 

There has been no thought as to what 
Lee’s fellow musicians will do without 
him in the meantime. Cassidy didn’t say 
whether they will play in his absence. 
It’s too soon after the shock of it all to 
contemplate the future. 

“We just want him to be okay,” Cas¬ 
sidy says. -HANNAH JONES

stadiums—but can he 
bridge the growing 
political, racial, and 
generational divide 
among evangelical 
Christiansf

B ounding enthusiastically 
across the stage at U.S. Bank 
Stadium, Nick Hall could 
easily be mistaken for one of 
those young pastors you see 
popping up around Justin 
Bieber. The rising evangelical star affects 
an “urban” voice. He wears a black leather 
jacket. His jeans are tight and distressed. 

And his self-deprecating jokes about 
being a “white boy from North Dakota” 
are clearly landing well with the crowd of 
around 40,000. The black family next to 
me, Bibles in hands, laugh and nod along. 

But if, like me, you were an evangelical 
kid who spent the ’80s and ’90s being 
carted by the busload to Christian events. 
Hall raises some red flags. He looks like 
the latest incarnation of the “cool” pastors 
who lured teenagers into stadiums with 
Christian rock bands—and then indoc¬ 
trinated them on the need for prayer in 
public schools, the dangers of teaching 
evolution, the rise of the gay lifestyle, and, 
of course, the mass murder of the unborn. 

At 35, Hall has been recognized as a 
leading voice among a new generation 
of evangelicals. Fox St Friends went so 
far as to call him “the Billy Graham of 
the next generation.” And that’s not just 
hype: Hall and his evangelical organization 
Pulse, based in northeast Minneapolis, 
have been drawing stadium crowds across 
the country. His pre-election “unity rally” 
in 2016, Together, filled the National Mall 
in Washington, D.C. with hundreds of 
thousands of young evangelicals. And this 
past May, Hall came home to fill U.S. Bank 
Stadium for a free event dubbed “Pulse 
Twin Cities.” 

The billboards advertising this event had 
touted its potential for diversity, showing 
Hall, in a shirt that read “TOGETHER,” 
next to the black Christian rapper Lecrae 
in a “STAY WOKE” shirt. Lecrae was a 
bold choice: His white evangelical listeners 
had all but abandoned him after he spoke 
up about racial injustice after Ferguson, 
and Lecrae in turn had publicly distanced 
himself from the term “evangelical” after 
82 percent of self-identified white evan¬ 
gelical voters went for Trump. 

Looking around the stadium, it’s fair to 
say Pulse Twin Cities has delivered on the 
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stadium’s promise. Around 30 percent of 
those in attendance are people of color—an 
impressive number when you consider 
that evangelicals, like much of the country, 
are deeply divided by race, and it’s gotten 
worse since the 2016 election. 

As for Hall, he can clearly work a big 
room. He interviews a crew of Vikings 
players, including a video of Kirk Cousins. 
He plays hype man for Lecrae. Finally, it’s 
time for the pastor, Bible in hand, to begin 
his sermon. I brace for impact. 

But Hall begins with something unex¬ 
pected: “I want to start by apologizing 
to anyone who has ever felt judged by 
anyone calling themselves a Christian.” 
His short sermon centers on connecting 
with a loving God. Healing from the scars 
of self-harm, hatred, and judgmentalism. 
How Jesus calls people to love your neigh¬ 
bor as yourself. There’s no gay-bashing. 
No abortion-condemning. No hellfire. ‘T 
want you to know that God loves you,” 
Hall says. “And your life matters.” 

Those last three words bring to mind 
Lecrae’s “STAY WOKE” T-shirt and, of 
course. Black Lives Matter. 

Hall pauses again, and I lean forward, 
wondering if Nick Hall is about to do some¬ 
thing truly remarkable. Maybe this white 
millennial evangelical is about to explic¬ 
itly condemn the racism and sexism that 
plague our country, say the words “black 
lives matter,” maybe even call out Donald 
Trump by name. 

He doesn’t. Hall’s sermon focuses 
instead on love, forgiveness, and unity, 
and the closest he comes to mentioning 
racism and sexism are vague references 
to “judgment and hatred.” 

Nick Hall may jump and dance with 
joyous abandon onstage, but he’s consid¬ 
erably more cautious in what he chooses 
to say than his demeanor suggests. That’s 
maybe to be expected. Hall leads a move¬ 
ment that tries to address the social justice 
issues important to many young Christians

without alienating their more conserva¬ 
tive elders—and that’s a tightrope walk 
that gets trickier every day. 

O ne hot afternoon, two months 
after Pulse Twin Cities, Hall 
sits across from me at a picnic 
table outside Spyhouse Coffee 
in northeast Minneapolis, just about a mile 
from his HQ. He’s close enough that I can 
see him sweat through his “TOGETHER” 
T-shirt, and in conversation his hip-hop 
hypeman voice is gone. He now sounds like 
an actual white boy from North Dakota. 

Hall lives in Maple Grove with his wife 
and two kids, but he’s hardly embraced 
suburban isolation. He gets his hair cut at 
a Muslim-owned barber shop in northeast 
Minneapolis. “Part of the story of me even 
going there was confronting a weird sense 
of fear, and I would equate that to grow¬ 
ing up not being around a lot of Muslim 
people and watching too much 24,” he 
says, with a racial self-awareness rarely 
heard from evangelical pastors. “But now 
every other week I’m in there hanging out 
with those guys and it’s right next to the 
mosque in Northeast. And I’m the only 
white guy I’ve ever seen in there.” 

Hall’s barbers even helped him pro¬ 
mote Pulse Twin Cities. “For them it was 
a promotion for their haircuts,” he says. 
“They were so excited. ‘Our haircuts are 
on billboards!”’ 

Hall was born in 1982, the middle child 
of two stoic Midwestern parents in a small 
town outside Fargo, North Dakota. Like 
many white evangelicals raised in such 
places. Hall grew up in a sheltered, conser¬ 
vative home. “I didn’t have a lot of friends 
who were liberal or Democrat,” he says. 
“It was the age of Bill Clinton and Monica 
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Lewinsky, and it was easy 
to pigeonhole liberals as 
more loose on values.” 

Hall’s father was a 
manager at a fire protec¬ 
tion agency and his mom 
stayed at home raising the 
kids. ‘'My parents were 
pretty strongly pro-life,” 
he says. “They would 
vote according to that. 

The political spectrum 
revolved around Roe v. 

Wade.” 

But as with many 
evangelicals his age. 

Hall gradually discov¬ 
ered that the world was 
more complicated than 
he’d been led to believe. 

He started attend¬ 
ing nearby Oak Grove 
Lutheran High School, 
which had a large popula¬ 
tion of international stu¬ 
dents. Hall studied along¬ 
side Sudanese refugees, 
teenagers who’d survived 
the Rwandan genocide, 

Japanese students who’d lost family at 
Nagasaki or Hiroshima. 

His new friendships expanded the issues 
Hall cared about, which he describes as 
“human trafficking, clean water, systems 
of poverty, racism, issues of privilege. The 
response of anyone claiming to follow 
Jesus should be to alleviate suffering,” 
he states. 

Such values had been on display at U.S. 
Bank Stadium in May. Booths lined the 
stadium raising support for urban mentor¬ 
ing program the Man Up Club and clean 
water in the developing world with World 
Vision. But when asked 
directly about the role 
of evangelicals in poli¬ 
tics, Hall reverts to 
generalities. “Millen¬ 
nial evangelicals are 
frustrated and con¬ 
cerned about politics 
right now,” Hall says, 
and while the look on 
his face suggests he is 
too, he’s not prepared 
to be explicit about his 
political opinions. 

“They’re frus¬ 
trated with the guilt 
by association that is 
happening right now,” he continues. “I 
think there is a large feeling that we are 
taking a short-term ‘win,’ which isn’t even 
a win, for a very long-term loss. There is 
so much baggage that we are accumulat¬ 
ing right now.” 

Still, Hall is cautiously hopeful. “This 
has been festering under the surface for 
so long,” he says. “You hate to say an 5 ^ing 
good comes from things that are awful.

But every time there is an act of injustice 
it forces a conversation about justice.” 

Hall has been having these conversa¬ 
tions about justice with evangelicals for 
the past 10 years. He first made a name 
for himself speaking to 5,000 of his fellow 
students in 2006 at North Dakota State 
University. Two years later 7,000 young 
people came to his talk at the Bismark 
Civic Center, which began with a prayer 
from the Republican 
governor and first 
lady, John and Mikey 
Hoeven. Hall’s non¬ 
profit, Pulse, opened 
a national office in 
Minneapolis in 2010; 
its revenue neared $10 
million in 2016, almost 
entirely from direct 
donations. 

Hall’s work has also 
earned him a seat on 
the National Associa¬ 
tion of Evangelicals, 
which represents 
45,000 churches— 
that’s the evangelical equivalent of being 
on the NBA Board of Directors. “It’s not 
something I lead with—‘evangelical’ has 
a very negative connotation,” Hall admits 
before adding quickly, as though antici¬ 
pating the next question, “but there are 
people on that board who aren’t Repub¬ 
lican at all.” 

Hall’s rise to prominence has coincided 
with a shift in values amongyounger evan-

gelicals. While still more conservative than 
their peers, the/re much less so than their 
parents. For instance, a Pew Research 
study showed 47 percent of Generation 
X/millennial evangelicals now favor gay 
marriage, compared with 26 percent of 
their elders. 

‘'Diversity is a huge value for millennials 
and Gen Z,” Hall has noticed. “Abortion 
is a big issue for younger people but it 
isn’t a central issue.” 

And that’s had an effect on partisan 
identification. “I don’t think there are 
many millennials who think, ‘How can 
you be a Democrat and a Christian?”’ Hall 
says. “People have a lot of friends on dif¬ 
ferent sides of the aisle.” 

Hall smiles whenever he talks about 
connecting people, a topic he’s clearly 
more comfortable discussing than the 
specific causes that divide them. “Obama’s 
chief of staff coming to NAE meetings, 
Melinda Gates talking about women’s 
issues, issues of World Relief, advocacy 
of refugees—those are the good things 
happening,” he says. 

But in 2016, the year of Hall’s greatest 
success to date, he also discovered how 
hard some divisions can be to overcome. 


A s the 2016 presidential election 
approached, American evangeli¬ 
calism was gearing up for a war 
along generational lines. Its most 
prominent conservative leaders—including 
Jerry Falwell Jr., the 56-year-old president 
of Liberty University; and Franklin Gra¬ 
ham, evangelical legend Billy Graham’s 
66-year-old son—had rallied around Trump 
and Pence. But Hall, along with many of 
his generation, was increasingly uncom¬ 
fortable with the evangelical embrace of 
the Republican candidates. “None of these 
[NAE] leaders were thinking, ‘This is my 
guy,”’ he recalls.

Hall decided to throw another big event. 
But rather than endorsing either candi¬ 
date, he characteristically decided to seek 
middle ground. He planned Together, an 
event at the National Mall in Washington, 
D.C. that would encourage evangelicals 
to get past traditional partisan divides. 

The plan struck a note with his genera¬ 
tion. Hall enlisted a racially diverse team 
of evangelical leaders from Francis Chan 
to Rev. Samuel Rodriguez. A diverse slate 
of musical performances was scheduled, 
including Lecrae and singer Michael W. 
Smith. A thousand churches from across 
the country agreed to send young people 
to the rally. 

And Hall invited both Hillary Clinton 
and Donald Trump. 

“We wanted to have both candidates on 
stage together in 2016, and our proposition 
was that neither would speak but that we 
would pray for them,” Hall explains. “We 
didn’t want people having microphones 
saying who knows what.” 

The Together rally was a success, with 
approximately300,000 evangelicals, most 
of them young, pouring in from across the 
country. They gathered to sing, to hear a 
diverse array of speakers ask them to get 
beyond party politics, to pray for unity 
and civility, and to pledge to work for 
justice in America. Even Pope Francis 
sent a video of support. 

Some of the figures onstage were much 
more explicit than Hall in their political 
stances. Lecrae rapped about being black 
in America: “It’s hard to dream when your 
water ain’t clean,” Lecrae rapped; evan¬ 
gelist Lou Engle led the crowd in a call 
for God to “break racism.” “They shut it 
down five hours early because they didn’t 
believe so many youngpeople were coming. 
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and we blew their infrastructure to serve 
a crowd that big,” Hall says with a smile. 

But not ever 5 l;hing went according to 
plan. While Trump had agreed to come, 
Clinton, a life-long Methodist, refused 
the invitation. 

“Trump and the right side wanted to be 
there and we couldn’t get Hillary’s party 
to be there,” Hall says. “But we were not 
going to have one side without the other.” 
So Hall did something so few evangelicals 
were willing to do: He uninvited Trump. 

Some divides, it seems, were just too 
wide to bridge. 


A fter Together, Hall returned to 
Minnesota to find another chal¬ 
lenge waiting. The community 
was reeling from the police kill¬ 
ing of Philando Castile. Again, Hall sought 
to bring people together, working with 
Pastor Steve Daniels from Shiloh Mis¬ 
sionary Baptist Church in St. Paul and 
suburban white ministers. 

‘We tried to be a convener, to have some 
of the black churches in the Twin Cities 
meet with some of the white suburban 
churches,” he says. “We had a couple 
forums. Hearing a black pastor going for 
a walk with this wife, with his hoodie 
up, and having four cop cars pull up on 
him in Apple Valley—hearing stories like 
that gives everyone more empathy and 
understanding.” 

When asked if he attended any of the 
Castile protests. Hall pauses. “There are 
people who feel called to be on the front 
lines confronting things,” he says at last, 
choosing his words carefully. “And then 
there are people who are helpingpeople get 
meetings with people who they couldn’t—a 
neutral convener around a neutral table.” 

Hall continues, speaking with more 
conviction. “You can’t be neutral on every¬ 
thing. Racism is wrong.” Then his tone 
changes. “But I have family members who 
are in the police force and I want to remain 
in my family. I think there are complex 
things, if I am rallying with people it’s 
a slippery slope of becoming guilty by 
association.” 

“Jesus was guilty by association.” I 
reply, unable to hide the frustration in 
my voice. “Jesus was arrested and killed 
for protesting.” Hall doesn’t get mad or 
indignant, or talk about how much more 
he had to lose. He just listens. 

At moments like this. Hall reminds me of 
the church kids I’d grown up with: polite, 
kind, warm... and very guarded. The ten¬ 
sion between his desire to remain “in the 
family,” whether among his own blood 
relatives or the larger national evangeli¬ 
cal family, is palpable, and it defined so 
many of the people I knew from evan¬ 
gelicalism. They’re caught between the 
conviction to stand against injustice and 
the desire to remain connected to their 
more conservative family and religious 


communities, between their desire to be 
able to show up for their friends of color 
and still be welcome at their own family 
Thanksgiving dinner table and church 
on Sunday. 

But many evangelicals of color think 
Nick Hall and his brand of bridge-building 
white evangelicals are playing it far too 
safe. “I need white evangelical leaders to be 
honest from the stage.” says Brandi Miller, 
a black writer for HuffPost and campus 
pastor at the University of Oregon. “I need 
them to explicitly say that Trump does not 
embody evangelical Christian values. They 
need to stop pretending to be neutral. I 
am tired of white people worrying about 


alienating other white people’s feelings, 
when people of color are being alienated 
in reality by unjust policies.” 

Hall sees such demands to choose sides 
as interfering with his goal to start con¬ 
versations that will build relationships 
inside and outside of evangelicalism. “The 
challenge is to put skin on the other side 
of the issues—pro-Trump, against Trump, 
pro-life, pro-LGBTQ issues,” he says. “Do 
you know anybody? Do you have a friend? 
Stop talking about immigration or Muslims. 
There are so many issues because people 
don’t have relationships.” 

Hall’s methods are destined to frustrate 
those to his left and to his right, but he 


insists that his tricky tightrope walk is 
necessary. “There is an undercurrent that 
wants to see hope and love, the best things 
that people see in Jesus. And there is a 
movement that wants to see those things 
manifest,” he says with a smile. “And that 
will result in more discussions of justice 
and reconciliation and a better way of 
how we disagree.

GENERAL CONCESSIONS 


Penne & Marinara 

House-made marinara and meatballs tossed 
with Italian pasta and served with 
a cheesy garlic breadstick, $12 

We didn’t read the blurb above before 
chowing down on this, and so were 
delighted when, cracking into the accom¬ 
panying breadstick, we encountered a 
cheesy surprise inside. Unfortunately, our 
taste buds didn’t turn up the promised 
“garlic,” nor did we get salt, or Parme¬ 
san, or an 3 Thing in the way of seasoning. 
The penne and meatballs were firmly in 
“fine” territory, and you could perhaps 
salvage the dense, doughy stick with a 
deep dunk in your marinara. But should 
a piece of bread stuffed with cheese ever 
need salvaging? verdict: Penalty Box! 


Minnesota Brat 

Apple-bacon kraut, horseradish mustard 
on a fresh wild rice bun, $11 

We’ll say about this apple-bacon-cabbage 
mix whatwe’ve said about Christoph Waltz: 
Put that kraut in ever 5 d;hing! But seriously 
folks, the savory-sweet ferment was perfect 
atop what could have been a one-note brat, 
adding a fresh kick to the meaty tube below. 
And speaking of kick: For a “Minnesota 
Brat,” the horseradish mustard had some 
real heat—not Minnesota Spicy in the slight¬ 
est It’s up to the fresh bun to bring the ’Sota, 


then... and it does, delightfully, with wild 
rice flecked throughout its squishy shell. 

Verdict: Hat Trick! 

Barbacoa Tacos 

Slow-roasted brisket, hand-shredded 
with traditional accompaniments, $13 
Among the “traditional accompaniments” 
this soul-extinguishing taco touts is shred¬ 
ded iceberg lettuce, which is the first give¬ 
away that what you’re about to consume 
is little more than a gussied-up variant of 
what you’d assemble yourself at a cafete¬ 
ria taco bar. What should set these tacos 


apart is the brisket, but the meat is not 
only chewy, but somehow both bland and 
overly limey, which is kind of an impressive 
achievement when you think about it. If 
not so much when you eat it. Taco? More 
like tac-no. verdict: Penalty Box! 

Super Slice 

Italian pizza crust, homemade pizza sauce, 
and mozzarella, $8 

Can it leap over buildings? Can it spin webs? 
Can it turn green and smash holes in the 
pavement? No, no, and... probably not. So 
unless you consider “makingyou not hun¬ 
gry anymore” a superpower, this slice isn’t 
quite as advertised. Granted, “Slice That 
Tastes Like a Better-Than-Average Frozen 
Pizza” doesn’t have the same ring, and it’d 
be hard to squeeze all those words on the 
display. You’ve almost certainly gobbled 
(and loved) a worse slice after a night of 
beers, and you probably will again. But 
you’ve got other options here, verdict:Face-off! 

City Burger 

Fresh ground chuck and brisket seared to 
perfection and served on a fresh milk bun, 

$10 (single), $13 (capitol), or $14 (double) 

Our critical faculties were toyed with 
throughout the City Burger journey. At 
first, we thought we’d grabbed the vegan 
Impossible Burger, and were astounded 
by its crumbly, juicy patty and convinc¬ 
ingly beefy flavor. It’s as if the plant-based 
lab creation had forged a perfect diploma 
from Bovine University! Alas, we were 
mistaken: We were eating a classic, cow- 
based burger. And a pretty darn good 
one, too. The fresh chuck/brisket patty 
won’t wow anyone, but it’s sandwiched 
by a densely delicious bun and topped (or 
rather, bottomed) with snappy pickles. In 
the pantheon of sports-arena burgers, this

with Target Center’s Parlour Burger—not 
many can. verdict: Hat Trick! 

THE RESERVE 


Chicken Osso Bucco 

Frenched chicken legs, creamy polenta, 
gremolata, thyme jus, $16 
In Kanye parlance, this is less stadium 
food, more French-ass restaurant food. 
The backbone of the dish is the Frenched 
chicken leg, aka the chicken lollipop: a 
tangerine-sized ball of dark meat ready 
to be plucked off the end of a bone. The 
skin crackles nicely as you dig in, but the 
juicy chicken is too aggressively seasoned, 
resulting in one salt-drenched lolly. These 
high-concept limbs rest on a passable bed 
of polenta. Admirable ambition, uneven 
execution. Our guess? Hockey fans—from 
the cheap seats to the suites—would likely 
prefer gnawing on egalitarian chicken 
wings. Verdict: Face-Off! 

Chimichurri Shrimp Kabobs 

Red pepper fennel sauce, cilantro-pineapple 
slaw, brown rice, $16 

These perfectly serviceable kabobs are 
going for a street-food vibe. The shrimp 
comes speared on a stick, covered in a 
green chimichurri that isn’t as bright or 
as fresh as what you might find at a food 
truck, but it does have some nice enough 
wisps of red pepper and jalapeno. The 
cilantro-pineapple slaw pairs well with 
the crustaceans, but a litde heat could take 
these skewers up a notch, verdict:Face-off! 

Meatball and Peppadew Flat Bread 

Ricotta, pizza sauce, stone-fired flatbread crust, $14 

We all know flatbread is just pretentious 
pizza. And if this adequate meatball, 
cheese, and sauce conveyance device pays 
suitable homage to its simpler cousin, its 
inclusion of the trendy, hifalutin pep¬ 
padew pepper as well is an unseemly 
putting-on of airs. The crust is slightly 
tastier than that of the Super Slice, and 
the toppings have more character. But 
it’s nothing special. And you deserve 
something special, verdict: Face-Off! 

Beef and Wild Mushroom Ragu 

Slow-braised beef, mushrooms, onions, 
and tomatoes with potato gnocchi, $18 
Just give US adamnbrat! Fussy pasta dishes 
are not appropriate for watching tooth¬ 
less, 250-pound brutes slam each other 
into Plexiglas. Especially when they’re 
limp attempts like this one, with tough 
bits of beef and slimy knobs of gnocchi. 
The mushrooms pack some appealingly 
earthy tones, and the braising does imbue 
the beef with some flavorful depth. Mostly, 
though, this ragu falls victim to this ol’ tru¬ 
ism: Keep white-tablecloth fare far away 
from sheets of ice. verdict: Penalty Box! 03

he historical biopic is among 
the stateliest—and stalest—film 
genres. 

So often these movies 
shamble stiffly like Wikipedia 
pages brought to artificial life; they soft- 
pedal wishful hagiography; they revel in 
prosthetic-enhanced performances that 
lapse into impersonations. 

They’re boring. 

In the doomed effort to squeeze an entire 
lifetime into two hours, filmmakers tend 
to turn a complex existence into a series of 
epiphanies and predestined inevitabilities. 
It’s a cardinal sin of the historical biopic, 
one director and co-writer Wash West¬ 
moreland smartly sidesteps in the mostly 
conventional but compelling Colette. 

Westmoreland confines the action from 
the title character’s late girlhood in the 
French countryside to her ascension as a 
sexually and professionally independent 
artist in pre-World War Paris. It’s the liter¬ 
ary equivalent of a superhero origin story. 

Good thing, too, as French author and 
performer Colette’s career stretched through 
the Parisian Belle Epoque to the golden age 
of Holl 5 wood, when her best-known novel, 
Gigi, became a stage production starring a 


young Audrey Hepburn and, just afewyears 
after Colette’s death, was adapted into an 
Academy Award-winning film. 

Keira Knightley stars in the title role. 
But before she emerges as the famous 
Colette, she’s Sidonie-Gabrielle Colette, 
daughter of a modest family who marries 
Henry Gauthier-Villars (Dominic West), a 
pseudo-intellectualblowhard who publishes 
ghost-written articles, reviews, and fiction 
under the pseudonym ‘Willy.” He also refers 
to himself frequently in the third person 
as ‘Willy,” which establishes his perfidy 
well before he hoards the accolades for 
a series of novels secretly written by his 
young socialite wife. 

Colette’s four published novels about 
ingenue heroine Claudine created an instant 
sensation in Paris. They not only launched 
stage productions and a lucrative merchan¬ 
dising line, the character set the standard 
for the modern young French woman. That 
the stories were largely autobiographical 
made it all the more confounding when 
Willy claimed credit for inventing them. 

Dominic West is all beard and bluster as 
Willy, whose jackassery is tempered just 
enough to keep him from tipping into out¬ 
right villainy. He does recognize his wife’s 
brilliance, not to mention her sexual omnivo¬ 
rousness, which adds interesting layers of

complexity to their fraught relationship. 

West’s charm is crucial, but Colette is 
absolutely a showcase for Knightley. She 
gives a subtle performance that parlays 
her straight-lined beauty to shift, almost 
imperceptibly, from practical country girl 
to gender-flouting libertine. It’s not dif¬ 
ficult at all to image an entire European 
city hinging on her every whim. 

In its stodgier moments, Colette does have 
the whiff of a homework assignment. Just 
as often, though, it’s compellingly cinematic, 
especially in the ornate recreations of the 
Parisian high-culture scene. 

And of course Colette is timely, with 
its themes of gender non-conformity and 
women seizingtheir due credit in the work¬ 
place and the art world. The script gets a 
bit didactic in its feminist intersectionality, 
but some clumsiness aside, the film deals 
thoughtfully and unftissily with the heroine’s 
complicated sexuality. 

Westmoreland doesn’t execute the film 
with the kind of uncommon style that made 
Colette herself famous, but he is able to 
plausibly convey it—which is far more than 
mostbiopics are able to achieve. 03

Divisive politics from Trademark Theater

I n the set Sarah Brandner designed 
for Understood, gray concrete-like 
blocks seem to float impossibly 
above the ground. The sight could 
be a visual metaphor for the feat the 
play’s characters attempt. In the super¬ 
heated political climate of 2018, they try 
to have meaningful conversations across 
party lines. 

The premise may seem naive, but play¬ 
wright Tyler Mills couples it with a realistic 
exploration of a rift in a marriage. That 
expands the play s scope: It’s not just about 
finding unlikely connections between red 
and blue America, it’s about maintaining 
the commonplace connections we tend 
to take for granted. 

Understood is the second world premiere 
by Trademark Theater; it’s much different, 
and much better, than the company’s first. 
That was The Boy St Robin Hood (2017), 
an over-stylized fantasy (also by Mills) 
that never really justified its own exis¬ 
tence. That’s not the case with Understood, 
which speaks squarely to our unsettling 
national mood. 

The two-hander, directed by the com¬ 
pany’s artistic director Tyler Michaels, is 
staged at Soma Studios, a fiexible new art 
space in the Grain Belt building. Chairs 
surround the performance space in a thrust 
configuration, making for an experience 
that genuinely deserves the overused 
descriptor ‘"intimate.” We feel the proxim¬ 


ity of actors Adelin Phelps and Sasha 
Andreev—and, more importantly, we 
feel their proximity to one another. 

Each performer plays two charac¬ 
ters. We first meet them as Julie and 
Chris, a millennial married couple. 
Flashbacks establish that the two 
were initially as twitterpated as any 
new partners might be, but over the 
years they’ve drifted apart. An early 
argument is one of the play’s most 
telling scenes: Although both are on 
the same (blue) side of the partisan 
divide, Julie experiences raw anger 
while Chris acts more detached. Even 
when they agree, they can’t agree. 
When the couple take some space 
DAN NORMAN ^ue auother, they each meet 

a... well, a Republican. Julie pursues 
Josh, an acquaintance from high school, 
wondering if there’s any way to understand 
why someone would post homophobic, 
pro-gun material online. Josh is initially 
skeptical, but over a few beers, he realizes 
that he does want to feel understood, and 
so does his liberal interlocutor. 

Meanwhile, Chris takes a call from 
Rachel, an evangelizing Christian. Their 
conversation begins as free therapy, and 
develops into something more personal. 
Both of the cross-party encounters could 
be hackneyed, but they succeed on the 
strength of the actors’ committed perfor¬ 
mances and the pla 5 rwright’s discipline. 
Contrived as the play’s structure maybe. 
Mills never gives us the feeling that these 
conversations are heading toward easy 
apotheoses. 

Given how emotionally intense Under¬ 
stood is, its uninterrupted 100-minute length 
feels a little much. The play s more experi¬ 
mental mate-

FOUR SIXES CLASH 

As Four Fists, P.O.S and Astronautalis combine rap 
skill and punk spirit on 6666

P .O.S and Astronautalis may 
just now be releasing their 
debut album as Four Fists, 
6666, but they’ve known each 
other for most of their record¬ 
ing careers. 

The two Minneapolis alt-rappers first 
met on the 2004 Warped Tour, just as 
the now-defunct rock expedition across 
North America was beginning to embrace 
more hip-hop. P.O.S was selling merch 


for Seven’s Travels-ers. Atmosphere; 
Astronautalis, a Jacksonville, Florida 
native, was “playing these 30-minute 
time slot shows for no money—just hus¬ 
tling merch every day to get enough gas 
money to get to the next city,” he says. 
P.O.S, then a fledgling performer, scored 
a few Warped shows of his own, and as 
soon as these rappers saw what the other 
could do onstage, they knew a future 
collaboration was inevitable. 


“I feel I have a super-natural and easy 
connection with him and always have,” 
says P.O.S. “Just like me with Doomtree.” 

Later in the ’00s, the two would appear 
on hidden tracks on each other’s albums 
(Astronautalis’ Pomegranate in 2008 and 
then P.O.S’ Never Better, the 10th anni¬ 
versary of which he’ll be celebrating with 
a First Avenue show and reissue early 
next year). They recorded two songs as 
Four Fists, “MMMMMHMMMMM” and 
“Please Go,” taking their group name from 
a 1920 F. Scott Fitzgerald short story, but 
those tracks wouldn’t be released until 
2013, at the urging of Doomtree mas¬ 
termind Lazerbeak. Solo albums, other 
projects, and various “life shit” Qike P.O.S’ 
emergency kidney transplant in 2012) 
delayed plans to release a full album. 

“Finally, this last year, everyone looked 
at everyone’s schedules and were like, 
‘Oh my God, it’s gotta happen now or it’s 
never gonna happen,”’ says Astronautalis, 
who relocated to the Twin Cities in 2011. 

Making the album, out this Friday 
via Doomtree Records, wasn’t as time- 
consuming as they’d expected, thanks 
in part to the way each rapper’s artistic 
idiosyncrasies complement the other’s. 

“Different friends bring out different 
stuff,” P.O.S says. “With Astronautalis, 
it’s more like I wanna be a better writer. 
I know I rap fine, I just wanna be a real 
good writer. And I feel like he cuts a 
little bit looser, ’cause I’m naturally a 
pretty goofy person in real life. Even if 
my songs are pretty serious, I’m really 
silly at times on my records. I let a lot of 
that stuff in the track, and I think that he 
does that when we’re working together 
more than he does that by himself.” 

Astronautalis agrees. “I’m an over¬ 
thinker when I’m on my own shit. That 
was part of the plan of how these songs 
were made, too: We threw a song down 
with our ideas in the roughest form and 
moved the fuck on. Like, ‘That’s good 
enough. We’ll figure it out later.’ We 
moved on, and that really pushed me 
forward, too, because it was just like I 
didn’t have time to worry about shit.” 

They both recall a quote from Doom- 
tree rapper Sims: “The hardest thing in 
the world is to make music alone, and 
the easiest thing in the world is making 
music with your friends.” 

While various producers served up the 
album’s individual beats, the sound of the 
completed project owes a good deal to 
the efforts of Dutch producer Subp Yao. 
“After we were done with the songs over

the beats we got from our friends, we 
took the whole record, lyrics and beats, 
and sent it all to Subp Yao to basically 
remix the whole thing,” says P.O.S. “IPs 
not ‘remixes,’ but we definitely sent him 
the tracks and told him to get loose, like, 
‘Ruin this. Throw this in the blender.’” 

“There’s some songs where he totally 
guts a song, and totally changed every¬ 
thing, and then there’s some songs where 
he just tweaks stuff and adds little syn¬ 
thesizers and drums—doing more of 
the role of what a rock producer does,” 
adds Astronautalis. “He really shaped 
the record. It was this funny thing where 
ultimately it sort of felt like we put the 
album in a bottle and threw it into the 
ocean, and it washed up on shore three 
months later, done.” 

6666 is an explosive, fast, noisy alt-rap 
record, but it’s also thoroughly punk in 
spirit, specifically referencing the Clash 
and their late frontman, Joe Strummer. 
Astronautalis started listening to the 
legendary London punks as a kid when 
his brother gifted him their fifth album, 
1982’s Combat Rock, (the one with “Rock 
the Casbah” and “Should I Stay or Should 
I Go.”) 

“Joe StrummePs life became something 
I kept finding inspiration in,” he says. 
“They made this really great documen¬ 
tary, The Future Is Unwritten, about him. 
Just incredible. I think almost every guy 
should watch this documentary, but every 
artist in their 30s should really watch 
this. It’s really about his life coming out 
of being sort of an asshole, selfish musi¬ 
cian and then going through this huge 
life change—and then ultimately find¬ 
ing this wonderful inner peace later in 
his life. His growth, to me, is sort of the 
prototype of how you handle adulthood 
as a fuckin’ idiot punk.” 

“I consider myself a punk still,” says 
the now 37-year-old P.O.S, who started 
playing in punk bands in the late ’90s. 
“Even the way you look at theories and 
life, and take lyrics and take energy, and 
the way you treat people and people treat 
each other, life 
FOUR FISTS changes so much 

Icehouse in Minneapolis as you get older. 
Thursday, October 11 I feel like that’s 

where a lot of the 
punk comes out 
on this record to me, more than just the 
names of some songs and references lyri¬ 
cally. The spirit of being that guy with a 
mohawk and spiky clothes that slowly 
doesn’t put his mohawk up anymore and 
wears a work jacket, but still has the same 
fuckin’ ethics. 

“This record’s about being fuckin’ adults 
in real life,” he says. “The first half of it 
punches you in the face about it, and the 
second half buys you a beer about it.” 03
